Chief  Tops  Assembly 


Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  pres- 
ident of  the  Brigham  Young  Un- 
iversity, will  be  featured  speak- 
er at  the  year’s  first  devotional 
assembly,  9 a.m.  Tuesday. 

Pres.  Wilkinson,:  who  has  been 
president  of  the  Brigham  Young 
University  since  1951,  will  speak 
on  the  school’s  honor  system. 

Before  becoming  president  of 
the  university,  Wilkinson  prac- 
ticed law,  winning  national  rec- 
ognition for  his  representation 
of  the  Ute  Indians  in  a $32,000,- 
000  claims  suite  against  the  Un- 
ited States  government.  This 
represents  the  largest  judgement 
ever  rendered  by  the  court. 

The  university  president  has 
received  degrees;  including  a 
bachelors  degree  from  BYU  in 
1921;  LL.B  from  George  Wash- 
ington University  in  1926;  and 
S.J.D.  from  Harvard  University 
in  1927. 

Pres.  Wilkinson was  born  May 
4,  1899  and  received  his  pre- 
university education  in  the  Og- 


den public  schools  and  Weber  ■ the  school,  instituted  the  Engin- 
College. 

Since  assuming  the  presidency 
of  BYU  in  1951,  he  has:  brought 
the  Air  Force  ROTC  program  to 


eering  Science  Dept.,  established 
a School  of  nursing,  and  increas- 
ed the  number  of  university  col- 
leges from  five  to  nine. 

Thirty-one  buildings  built  at 
a cost  of  $9,500,000,  have  been 
added  to  the  campus  during  his 
administration.  This  does  not  in- 
clude the  new  men’s  dorms. 

In  May  of  this  year.  Time 
Magazine,  which  called  Wilkin- 
son the  “Mormon  Dynamo,” 
praised  his  administration  say- 
ing, he  “has  so  boosted  BYU’s 
academic  reputation  that  he  may 
well  be  able  to  do  even  more  for 
the  ‘Lord’s  university’  and  doub- 
le it's  size  again  by  1962.”

7 Negroes  Begin  Fourth  Week 
Of  Study  at  All-White  School 


LITTLE  ROCK— (INS)— Seven 
colored  students  began  their 
fourth  week  of  integrated  educa- 
tion Monday  at  Little  Rock’s 
troop  - guarded  Central  High 
School  in  ah  atmosphere  des- 
cribed as  “less  tense“  by  a prom- 
inent Negro  leader 

Two  of  the  nine  negroes  en- 
rolled at  the  previously  all-white 
school  remained  at  home  with 
influenza,  but  were  expected  to 
return  to  classes  Tuesday  morn- 
ing They  were  Melba  Patillo,  15 
and  Terrance  Roberts.  16 
No  Crowds 

There  were  no  crowds  of  white 
students  on  the  steps  of  Central 
High’s  main  entrance  Monday 
and  the  seven  negroes  entered 
the  building  without  the  jeers 
and  catcalls  which  marked  their 
^arrival  during  most  of  last  week 
The  lessening  of  tension  be- 


tween stalemated  forces  in  the 
integration  controversy  was  not- 
ed by  Clarence  Laws,  field  sec- 
retary of  the  National  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of 
Colored  People. 


Laws  said,  however,  para- 
troopers and  federalized  nation- 
al guardsmen  would  have  to  re- 
main on  duty  at  the  school  until 
“those  who  have  defied  the  law 
begin  to  comply  with  it." 

Includes  Faubus 
The  negro  leader  indicated 
that  he  included  among  these 
Arkansas  Gov.  Orval  Faubus, 
who  had  breakfast  with  six 
members  of  the  Maryland  legis- 
lature and  four  Arkansas  state 
lawmakers. 


An  aide  said  the  meeting 
“probably  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  integration  situation.’’ 


Since  the  problem  here  is  to 
acquire  something  of  value  from 
the  lecture  (a  dubious  possibil- 
ity in  many  cases),  it  becomes 
obvious  that  the  student  must 
translate  and  condense.  The  pro- 
per note  on  the  above  segment 
of  what  must  have  been  a par- 
ticularly inspiring  lecture  would 
be,  “Don’t  b.  off  more  than  you 
can  c.  Ugh!”  Ordinarily,  of 
course,  the  student  need  not  ed- 
itorialize, but  in  extreme  cases 
he  may  be  driven  to  do  so. 

Thus  by  systematic  weeding, 
pruning  and  sifting  of  the  lec- 
ture, the  student  may,  on  alter- 
nate days,  arrive  at  some  hard, 
gemlike  core  of  knowledge  suf- 
ficiently valuable  to  file  away 
for  future  reference. 

Or  he  may  not. 

Illustrate  Case 

The  following  examples  are 
illustrative  of  the  case  in  which 
success,  rewards  alertness,  appli- 
cation and  intelligence:  “In  1879, 
Wilhelm  Wundt  established  the 
first  research  psychology  labor- 
atory in  Leipzig,  Germany.  The 
neighbors  objected,”  or  “The 
predicate  always  follows  the 
subject  except  when  it  precedes 
it,”  or  even  “Today  Prof.  Wil- 
kinson had  nothing  to  say  and 
said  it  for  two  hours,  running 
over  into  the  next  class  period.” 

Note  that  in  'each  case,  the 
thought  is  expressed  in  the  stu- 
dent’s own  words,  though  the 
last  example  has  been  lightly 
censored.  This  insures  that  the 
student  will  remember  the  con- 
tents of  the  day’s  lecture  with 
clarity. 

Hardly  Offset 

The  resultant  rewards  in  sat- 
isfaction and  increased  wisdom 
are  hardly  at  all  offset  by  the 
fact  that  the  exam  will  deal  ex- 
clusively with  collateral  reading 
assigned  from  a book  lost  by  the 
library  in  1905  and  never  re- 
placed because  it  is  now  out  of 
print. 

Point  No.  3:  Jack  Spratt’s 
wife,  who  insisted  on  digesting 
all  the  fat,  died  early  and  was 
hardly  missed,  while  Jack  him- 
self lived  to  212  and  was  always 
the  life  of  the  party  'because  he 
could  recite  the  tables  of  logar- 
ithms to  five  places.
